The Carigara fight, if won, would 
open the coastal road to the town 
of Pinamopoan

The Story Of City Hospital 
4,000 Patients Year Swamp Nursing Staff And Bed Space 


\x M IA T E Y E R may he the cause 
' » —and 
there 
are 
num erous 
ideas about it— the City hospital 
is finding the load thrust upon it 
piling higher and higher each year. 
It isn’t just the war; the trend 
was there before the .full force of 
the war descended. 
The year-to-year figures tell their 
own story. In 1939, the num ber of 
patients handled was 2.47k. In 1940 
the figure jumped to 2.648, in 1941 
it swept upward to 3.039, in 1942 
it reached 3,778 and in 1943— last 
year—the grand total was 4.059. 
Between 1941 and 1943, there was 
an increase of a little more than 
an even 1.000. 
The inflation has sw am ped the 
hospital’s facilities, it has UM) beds, 
and here are the figures on oc­ 
cupancy of those beds during the 
tirst six m onths of 1944: 
Jan u ary 100.5 percent. February 
103.6 percent. March 111.4 percent. 
April 105.4 percent. May 99.6 per­ 
cent and June 117.3 percent. 
In five of the six months, there 
were more patients in the hospital 
than beds. The overflow was handl­ 
ed in w hatever space was avail­ 
able — mainly the sun porches, 
which had been set aside in the

It beats 
to pieces a laundry built to ac­ 
comodate a monthly load of per­ 
haps 80 patients. It strains the 
capacity of the kitchen equipment 
to get food around on time three 
tim es a day. It crowds everything 
— wards, private rooms, m aternity 
section, m en’s section, everything 
Mainly, however, it overwhelms 
the people who run the hospital. 
In 1939. the institution was able 
to do its job with 93 employes 
Last year there were 141, includ­ 
ing 29 cadets, and this year even 
more. There a re n ’t enough hands 
to go around anymore. 
It isn t, of course, much of a 


pleasure for the patients. There is 
a clatter about the hospital that is 
the audible reflection of the heavy 
strain. There are sudden shifts in 
bed locations to meet the nature 
of the d ay ’s cases, 
lf too many 
women arrive, men must be shift­ 
ed. If too many men, the women. 
W ay must be made for em ergen­ 
cies. The arrangem ent is on an 
hour-to-hour basis. 
In such a state, complaints are 
natural. It’s no fun to go to the hos­ 
pital in the first place; if the tare 
isn’t quick and competent, tem pers 
grow short. Since a hospital must 
operate 24 hours a day 365 days 
a year, without the week-end and 
holiday lulls of the ordinary busi­ 
ness, its chances of running into

Home)lines people complain about taxation nnd 
at times there is a ju st cause, but when one 
considers the im portance of our school system 
in preparing children for their future life, people 
should be willing to support any issue that con­ 
cerns the education of their children.
